Our  object  in  the  above  classification  is  to  lessen  the  labor  and  difficulty,  as  far  as 
possible,  of  making  selections  adapted  to  particular  purposes. 

Explanation.  —  As  most  people  are  more  familiar  with  the  English  than  with 
the  Botanical  names,  we  place  the  English  first,  and  in  alphabetical  order,  but  the 
Botanical  name  follows  in  parenthesis.  The  name  of  the  genus  or  family  is  in  full- 
faced,  conspicuous  type,  and  the  species  and  varieties  in  small  capitals. 


CLASS  I— DECIDUOUS  TREES. 

Those  preceded  by  a  *  are  the  most  suitable  for  parks,  avenues,  streets,  &c.  They 
are  propagated  in  large  quantities,  and  can  be  furnished  at  low  rates.
